Come On Over/ Cons Tell Kids 


“Come on over, kids! There’s 
always room for one more.” 
With that as a lead, the San 
Quentin News today addressed 
an editorial to the teen-agers 
of Marin County. 
The News, published weekly 
by inmates of the state prison 
at San Quentin, 
devoted the 
editorial column of this week’s 
edition to the teen-age problem 
in Marin County. 
“During 
the 
pas t 
few 
weeks,” said the editorial, 
“the newspapers in this area 


have given some bad public­ 
ity to the teen-age people of 
Marin 
County. 
Ordinarily, 
we can take this sort of news 
or leave it. In this case, how­ 
ever, we took serious note of 
it. Perhaps because it is 
pretty close to home — or 
maybe we’re just tired of 
seeing real young ones in 
trouble and in here. 
“Our concern in the 
right 
and wrong of the incidents pub­ 
licized is negligible. We would 
feel a little foolish sitting be­ 


hind these walls and weighing 
the rights and wrongs of social 
behavior. Nevertheless, we are 
in an excellent position to see 
the results of this kind of be­ 
havior, and about these results 
we feel qualified to speak. 
“What 
happens 
to 
these 
young people who habitually 
violate the social norm? Not 
what happens to them . . . for 
indulging in childishness, like 
rat-pack treatment for a serv­ 
iceman, or anonymous threats 
to adults 
over the telephone, 


or hanging a cloth dummy. But 
what happens to them 
when 
these violations become 
easy 
and become felonies? 
What 
then? Right! They come here! 
“And it happens every single 
day. Weekdays, Saturdays* and 
Sundays . . . 
“Being 
convicted 
of the 
first felony marks a line of 
embarkation. Almost a point 
of no return—whether you 
like it or not. It seems a far 
cry from the mob treatment, 
the telephone calls, or hang- 


ing of effigies. Never let any­ 
one tell you the two are not 
connected! Connected they 
are, 
and 
when they meet 
you’re in trouble. You’re on 
your way. 


“The rest of it works out like 
a tired soap opera or a bad 
movie. It goes on and on and 
on. And you never win once— 
all you can do is lose. Family, 
friends and finally, future. It’s 
dreary, unexciting, uninterest-

His crew 
included Lt. Russell Baum, co­ 
pilot, Baltimore, and Marine 
T/Sgt. Robert L. Butts, May- 
ville, N.Y. 
The bomber left Los Ange­ 
les at 9:11 a.m. and was in 
New York 3 hours 59 minutes 
14.80 seconds later. The best 
time west-to-east is 3 hours 
44 minutes 53.88 seconds set 
March 9, 1955. 
The former round-trip rec­ 
ord was 11 hours 18 minutes 
27 seconds, made May 21, 1955. 
Headwinds ruined Cox’ hopes 
of besting the west-to-east rec­ 
ord, but at Floyd Bennett Field 
he and his crew ate sandwiches 
and sipped milk while crew­ 
men loaded 5,000 gallons of 
fuel for the return trip.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Swift, Stern Justice To 
Juveniles Is Paying Off 


Swift, stern and certain administra­ 
tion of justice seems to be an effective 
way of dealing with the handful of youth 
at the bottom of our recent much-publi­ 
cized troubles here in Marin. 
The pattern, with its almost instan­ 
taneous effectiveness, was established at 
Hamilton field. 
The night that a group of young Air­ 
men mixed-it-up with a gang of civilian 
youths at one of our local drive-ins, the 
Air Force already had extra Air Police 
in San Rafael to cope with just such an 
eventuality. When the offending Air­ 
men eluded the Air Police, the Air Force 
simply slammed the gate shut at Ham­ 
ilton. 
The occupants of each car returning 
to the base thereafter got close scrutiny. 
In this inspection process, the offenders 
were apprehended, and a good many 
others whose conduct or whose cars con­ 
tained dangerous weapons like tire irons 
were rounded up to face all manner of 
charges of serious nature. 
Nobody had to tell them that the au­ 
thorities at Hamilton meant business. 
So far as we can see, that summarily 
ended the problem of civilian-military 
friction in the lower age levels. 
Then our San Rafael police depart­ 
ment cracked down. Anybody who re­ 
sembled a “juvenile looking for some 
delinquency to get into” was picked up. 
Some young fellows over 21 with under­ 
age girls and a few cans of beer in their 
car found themselves in serious trouble. 
The girl friends were picked up for cur­ 
few violations. 
The young men were 
charged with contributing to the delin­ 
quency of minors. 
It didn't take very many nights to 
round up the handful of trouble-makers 
and take them out of circulation. 
At the same time, Juvenile Court

Judge Jordan L. Martinelli lowered the 
boom swiftly and sternly on some teen­ 
age offenders. They were— in the lan­ 
guage of yesteryear— sent off to reform 
school. They will be released only after 
the California Youth Authority is satis­ 
fied that they have demonstrated fitness 
to resume their places in society. 
1 hey are going to be out of circula­ 
tion for a considerable period and there 
is a good chance that when they come 
back they no longer will be trouble-mak­ 
ers; perhaps they will have learned their 
lesson. 


Judging from the deluge of letters the 
I-J received last week concerning juve­ 
nile problems, a substantial number of 
people will NOT approve of the get- 
tough policies. These folks will be of 
the opinion that certain over-exhuber- 
ant youths w ill grow up to become adult 
criminals because of the unreasonably 
hard 
conditions 
“unnecessarily” 
im­ 
posed upon them. 


Those who use crackdown methods, 
including the Air Force, San Rafael po­ 
lice, and Juvenile Court Judge Martin­ 
elli can expect to be subjected to critic­ 
ism for being overly harsh with our poor 
misguided but innocent youth. 
Certainly if the crack-down went too 
far there might come a time when such 
criticism might have some merit. 
But in dealing with present circum­ 
stances, the crack-down seems to us to 
be entirely proper. 


If, as the saying goes, “the proof of 
the pudding is in the eating;” swift, 
stern and certain punishment for mis­ 
deeds has been justified; the hard core 
of young trouble-makers has been taken 
out of circulation.

might 
strongly 
outweigh any momentary ad­ 
vantage that this project is al­ 
leged to bring to Mill Valley; 
in short, we would have you 
take into consideration the ef­ 
fect of such a development 
upon our already overbur­ 
dened school district, upon 
the already barely adequate 
(although 
excellent! police 
and fire departments, upon 
water supply, sewer system, 
and road maintenance; in ad­ 
dition it should be realized 
that this project would result 
in a material alteration of 
traffic patterns for the adja­ 
cent areas, with untold ad­ 
verse consequences to pres­ 
ent property owners in these 
areas. 


We would like you to con­ 
sider such factors as future 
ownership and maintenance 
of such a development, be­ 
lieving that there is a distinct 
possibility of eventual de­ 
terioration, regardless of how 
originally attractive and de­ 
sirable the plans and con­ 
struction.

ALTHOUGH PUBLIC an­ 
nouncement may not be made 
for a while, all of these top 
command appointments a r e 
now firm—with the approval 
of the president. Here is the 
personnel of the new Joint 
Chiefs of Staff: 
Gen. Nathan F. Twining, 
chief of staff of the Air Force 
for the last two years, will 
succeed Adm. Arthur W. Rad­ 
ford, 
who 
is 
retiring, 
as 
chairman of the J.C.S. 
Gen. Thomas D. 
White, 
presently vice chief of staff 
of the Air Force and one of 
the ablest though least-pub­ 
licized officers at the Penta­ 
gon, is being promoted to 
chief 
of 
staff, 
succeeding 
Gen. Twining. 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, 
chief of staff of the Army, 
and Adm. Arleigh A. Burke, 
chief of naval operations, will 
be continued for another two- 
year term. 


THE CHAIRMANSHIP of 
the joint chiefs, who are the 
senior military advisers to 
the president, the National 
Security Council and the sec­ 
retary of defense, is as pow­ 
erful as the man who occu­ 
pies it. The law does not re­ 
quire that it be rotated among 
the three services but this has 
been the practice since the 
unification act of 1947. Gen­ 
eral of the Army Omar Brad­ 
ley was chairman during the 
last Truman term and Adm. 
Radford has been chairman 
during the first Eisenhower 
term. 
This means that Gen. Twi­ 
ning is not being promoted to 
the chairmanship for the ex­ 
plicit purpose of giving larg­ 
er representation to the Air 
Force. But the effect is to 
give added prestige and in­ 
fluence 
in the councils of 


both strategy and 
budget- 
making for air-power at a 
time when the air-power race 
with the Soviet Union is most 
acute. 
Gen. Twining and the up­ 
coming Air Force chief, Gen. 
White, will make a formida­ 
ble team. Gen. White is a cre­ 
ative, imaginative thinker in 
the whole range of air strate­ 
gy. Together, they can hardly 
fail to make a considerable 
impact upon the thinking of 
the J.C.S. Adm. Burke is also 
one of the most air-minded 
men in the Navy. 


THE NAMING of Adm. Fe­ 
lix B. Stump, who has been 
the Navy commander in the 
Pacific for several years, as 
the supreme commander of 
all American forces in the 
Pacific 
is 
a 
fa r-reaching 
change. A succession of Army 
generals — Gen. M a t t h e w 
Ridgeway, Gen. Taylor, Gen. 
Lyman 
L. 
Lemnitzer—suc­ 
ceeded General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur as su­ 
preme commander and as pro­ 
consul of the occupation of 
Japan. Obviously the Korean 
war and its consequences jus­ 
tified t h e s e appointments 
since the role of the Army 
was transcendent. 
There are Army officers 
who are genuinely anxious 
over the shift which is now 
being made, particularly the 
removal of supreme head­ 
quarters 
several 
thousand 
miles further away from the 
scene of potential trouble. 
Frankly, one of the reasons 
—at least one of the by-prod­ 
ucts—of Gen. Taylor’s pres­ 
ent trip to the Far East is to 
quiet the mutterings and ease 
the heart-burnings among the 
top Army command 
from 
Alaska to the Philippines. 
In all of this there* is no 
reservation about the per­ 
sonal and professional quali­ 
fications of Adm. Stump. He 
is one of the Navy’s best and 
respected by all the services. 
Gen. Lemnitzer, now su­ 
preme commander in Tokyo, 
is due to return to the Penta­ 
gon as vice chief of staff of 
the Army. He will succeed ’ 
Gen. Williston B. Palmer, who 
will probably take over the 
7th Army command in west­ 
ern Europe. 
Gen. Taylor, an air-minded, 
paratroop-experienced o f f i- 
cer, will remain a major fig­ 
ure at the Pentagon and at 
the end of two years will be 
at the top rung of the ladder 
when it will again be the turn 
of the Army to chair the 
joint chiefs.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—For 
a good many years the Cali­ 
fornia Taxpayers Assn., which 
headquarters in Los Angeles, 
has been attempting to do a 
job on behalf of its sponsors 
and the taxpayers of the 
state. It is one more deter­ 
rent to unbridled government 
spending as is any organiza­ 
tion which consistently places 
before the public a resume of 
how tax money is being spent.

These accusations from As­ 
semblyman 
Geddes

IF GEDDES HAS become 
the tool of the California 
Teachers Assn. in its battle 
for more money, he will not 
have been the first legislator 
to succumb to the blandish­ 
ments of this powerful lob­ 
bying organization.

ATLANTA W—'The Atlanta 
Constitution said today in a 
copyrighted story that a scien­ 
tific study group has found 
that cigarette smoking “beyond 
a reasonable doubt is a causa­ 
tive factor in the rapidly in­ 
creasing incidence” of lung 
cancer. 
The newspaper said it had 
obtained exclusively a “highly 
confidential and not yet offi­ 
cially released” copy of the re­ 
port which, it said, “establishes 
the most positive cause-effect 
link between cigarette smoking 
and lung cancer by a scientific 
group to date.” 
The scientific study group 
was set up by the American 
Cancer Society, the National 
Cancer Institute, the American 
Heart Assn. and the National 
Heart Institute, and was made 
up of seven scientists, includ­ 
ing Dr. Rolla E. Dyer, director 
of research at Atlanta’s Emory 
University. 
The scientists found no con­ 
vincing evidence that smoking 
is a cause of heart disease, the 
paper said. 


The report stated: 
“Lung cancer occurs much 
more frequently (5 to 15 times) 
among cigarette smokers than 
among non-smokers, and there 
is a direct relationship between 
the incidence of lung cancer 
and the amount smoked. 


“It is estimated that on a 
lifetime basis, one of every 10 
men who smoke over two packs 
a day will die of lung cancer. 
The comparable risk among 
non-smokers is one 
out of 
275.”

Of 
the 140 seats in the State As­ 
sembly, the Congress party 
won 56, Ganatantra Parishad 
51, Praja Socialists 11, Commu­ 
nists 9, independents 7 and 
others 7. 
In the 1952 election, Nehru’s 
party won 67 votes, Ganatantra

and others 1. 


CAIRO W)— United Nations 
Secretary General Dag Ham­ 
marskjöld is reported demand­ 
ing Israeli withdrawal from the 
El Auja triangle in the Negeb 
Desert as an essential step to­ 
ward Israeli-Egyptian peace.

A literary masterpiece, print­ 
ed and bound so beautifully 
that both the senses of sight 
and touch are richly satisfied, 
is a prized possession. And 
when I was given one of these 
books I decided that no more 
time must elapse before I hiec 
myself out to see Dorothy anc 
Lewis Allen, who produced the 
book, and see how the husbanc 
and wife team operates. 
For some time I had heard 
about the Allens and their fine 
books and knew that a num­ 
ber of these had been selected 
as one of the Fifty Books of the 
Year, an annual award made 
by the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts in New York. 
These 
books 
are 
exhibited 
throughout the United States 
and Europe. 
My gift book is “The Wreck 
of the Golden Mary,” a saga of 
the California gold rush, writ 
ten by Charles Dickens and 
Wilkie Collins. It is a wonder 
ful story, filled with sentiment 
and heroism, about the wreck 
of an English shiD bound for 
California 
in 
1851. 
1 
had 
thought I was thoroughly fa­ 
miliar with the works of Dick­ 


ens, having been introduced to 
them by a scholarly grandfath­ 
er when I was 10 and I remem­ 
ber Collins only for “The Wom­ 
an in White.” I was to learn 
that Dicketis and Collins were 
warm friends and frequently 
collaborated 
on 
stories 
for 
“H o u s e h o l d W o r d s , ” the 
monthly periodical started by 
Dickens in 1850. The two wrote 
“The Wreck of the Golden 
Mary” specially for the Christ­ 
mas, 1856 number of the per­ 
iodical. 
The Allens’ book is set en­ 
tirely by hand in Bulmer types, 
and was printed in two colors 
throughout on handmade Ja­ 
panese vellums. 
The binding 
consists of a.special handmade 
French 
marbled 
paper over 
boards with red Italian Fabria­ 
no paper for the spine. The 
book is illustrated by seven 
handsome wood engravings by 
the noted English artist, Blair 
Hughes-Stanton, who for 25 
years has contributed greatly 
to the beauty of British press 
books. 
When I talked with Dorothy 
and Lewis Allen I was told that 
the wood engravings of Mal- 
lette Dean of Fairfax, widely 
known artist, have illustrated a 
number of their books. 
With Dick Steinheimer, In- 
dependent-Journal photograph­ 
er, I drove to the Allens’ home 
on 516 Woodland road, Kent 
Woodlands for a talk with them 
and to see their “plant.” Their 
beautiful home, in a sylvan 
setting, affords a marvelous 
view of the hillside and valley 
below and out to the bay. 
Dorothy 
Allen 
greeted 
us 
graciously and we were seated 
in the spacious living room, 
where one side of the wall is 
just a huge bookcase. In a few 


minutes, Lewis, who had been 
to San Francisco for a business 
appointment, arrived, and we 
sat and chatted. Strolling about 
was Arthur, the cat, who, I was 
to see later, is an interested ob­ 
server of the printing opera­ 
tions. The Allens’ son, Stephen, 
a recent graduate of San Ra­ 
fael 
Military 
Academy, 
and 
whose hobby is photography, 
was not at home. 
Lewis told me that at the 
age of 14 he started printing, 
when his father, the late Har­ 
ris S. Allen, a newspaper pub­ 
lisher in San Francisco, gave 
him an ancient jobbing press 
and a few cases of type. The 
press was set up in the base­ 
ment of a boy friend’s home 
and they earned spending mon­ 
ey by commercial printing for 
the local merchants and they 
set b^ hand, printed and dis­ 
tributed a neighborhood news­ 
paper for a number of years. 
Later Lewis attended Univer­ 
sity of California and Harvard 
and worked on newspapers. 
It was in 1932 he and Doro­ 
thy were married. A graduate 
of University of California and 
San Francisco State College, 
she taught in kindergarten. She I who in his youth had been a

had no special training in art, 
yet her illuminations on the 
Allen 
books 
are 
gorgeous. 
Some books are illuminated in 
gold, others have watercolored 
figures on the margins. 
FIRST BOOK 
It was not until 1939 that 
the Allens went to work on 
their first book. They acquired 
a small hand press and some 
type and set up a print shop 
in the basement of their home 
on Russian Hill in San Francis­ 
co. Proud indeed were they of 
this book, “The Trail of Beau­ 
ty” written by Lewis’ father, 


reporter for the San Francisco 
Call and Oakland Enquirer. A 
few 
years 
later 
Lewis 
and 
Dorothy 
acquired 
a 
larger 
press and more type and began 
printing about one title each 
year. They moved from San 
F r a n c i s c o to Hillsborough 
where they lived and worked 
for four years. Then they came 
to Belvedere and in 1952 they 
went to Europe where they 
spent a year studying fine book 
printing with the master print­ 
ers in France and England, al­ 
so bookbinding. They bought a 
handpress in Paris and took it 


to the villa they rented in the 
south of France and there they 
printed a French story by Rob­ 
ert Louis Stevenson. 


The Allens returned to Ma­ 
rin County and set up their 
equipment at the home they 
bought 
in 
Kent 
Woodlands. 
Their years of printing limited 
editions started as an evening 
and weekend hobby and during 
this period Dorothy and Lewis 
studied hand bookbinding for 
three years with Herbert and 
Peter Fahey of San Francisco. 
In 1948 the Allens began de­ 
voting four days a week to 
printing, and in 1952 began to 
devote full time to what had 
been a hobby.

Success Cited 


By Researchers 


WASHINGTON UP) — The 
value of fluoridating drinking 
water to prevent tooth decay 
is proving greater than expeet- 
|ed, the National Institute of 
Dental Research says. 
Government scientists also 
report that recent studies in­ 
dicate the practicability of new 
chemical processes which cut 
by two-thirds present costs of 
fluoridating public water sys­ 
tems. 
HOUSE REPORT 
The report on fluoridation 
studies was made to the House 
Appropriations Committee last 
month by Dr. Francis A. Ar­ 
nold Jr., director of the dental 
research institute— part of the 
Public Health Service. His tes- 
day. 
timony was made public yester- 
Among other things, Arnold 
reported that fluoridation has 
been found to be of special 
value to children at the time 
they begin to lose their “ baby 
teeth.” 
Earlier 
studies, 
he 
said, 
found that fluoridated drink­ 
ing water is effective in pre­ 
venting tooth decay if used 
from birth. 
N EW EVIDENCE 
Arnold said additional evi­ 
dence now shows that cavities 
also are prevented “ in children 
who begin drinking fluoridated 
water just prior to or shortly 
after the eruption of their per­ 
manent teeth.” 
ready have their permanent 
Among older persons who al- 
teeth, the reduction in tooth 
decay after drinking fluori­ 
dated water has been found to 
range between 25 and 30 per 
cent, he said, adding: 
“ In other words, the bene­ 
fits of fluoridation have been 
shown to be increased ov e r 
what was expected a few years 
ago.” 
CUTS COST 
Arnold said the cost of fluo­ 
ridating public water systems 
can now be greatly reduced 
through a new process using 
less costly cluorspar, or cal­ 
cium fluoride, on which pilot 
studies have been completed. 
The institute said that if 
the new process were used by 
Baltimore, for example, the 
chemical cost of water fluori­ 
dation would be reduced from 
$80,000 to $26,000 a year — a 
saving to the city of $54,000. 
For farm families without 
access to public water systems, 
the institute has perfected a 
portable fluoridator now be­ 
ing tested in home in Mont­ 
gomery County, Md., and in 
Michigan. 
The institute reported that 
more than 1,400 communities 
with a population totaling more 
than 30 million now fluoridate 
their water systems. 
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Special Credit Can Save Money 


For Retired Person Or Couple

If you are 65 years of age or 
over, 
or if you are under 65 
years of age but retired under 
a public retirement system, 
such as firemen, policemen, 
teachers, fed­ 
eral employees, 
etc., then your 
retirement in ­ 
come is subject 
to a tax credit 
which can be 
as muc h as 
$240 ($480 on 
a joint return). 
A public re­ 
tirem ent sys­ 
tem is a pen- 
Peter J. Wikel sion, annuity, 
retirement or similar fund or 
system 
established 
by 
the 
United States, a State, a Terri­ 
tory, a possession of the United 
States, any political subdivision 


of any of the foregoing or the 
District of Columbia. It also 
includes a system established 
by the United States for mem­ 
bers of the Armed Forces. 
In order to qualify for the 
credit, you or your deceased 
spouse must have earned an 
income, not counting pensions 
or annuities, of at least $600 in 
any 10 previous years. 
The credit is applicable only 
to the first $1,200 of retire­ 
ment income included in gross 
income. Tax exempt income is 
not included in gross income, 
so you would not figure on So­ 
cial Security receipts, tax free 
interest or dividends, work­ 
men's compensation or other 
tax free income. Your retire­ 
ment income would be inter­ 
est, gross rents, taxable divi­ 
dends and taxable pensions 
and annuities. If you are under 
65 years old, any income from 


personal services in excess of 
$900 or if you are between 65 
and 72 years old any income 
from personal service in excess 
of $1,200 would reduce your 
retirement income for the pur­ 
pose of computing the credit. 
The credit is computed on 
page four of the tax return 
and is deducted directly from 
the tax due on page one. 
The credit cannot be for 
more than the total tax due and 
so result in a refund claim. 
If you are over 65 years old, 
then you are also entitled to 
the extra personal exemption 
for over 65. In the case of a 
married couple both over 65 
years of age, this could result 
in 
personal 
exemptions 
of 
$2,400 and retirement income 
credits of $480 covering $2,400 
in retirement income, so that 
the couple could have tax free 
income of $4,800.

—it is "terrible" and must be 
stopped by finding out who fur­ 
nishes liquor to minors and 
punishing them. 
Bayliss—‘There is no simple, 
single answer to the problem. 
On liquor, the problem is to 
find out why youngsters think 
they need it. 
The panelists agreed that a 
big part of the answer to delin­ 
quency lies in love and security 
in home life during formative 
years, and in religious train­ 
ing. 
The panel was flooded with 
telephoned questions, many of 
which were not answered as 
time ran out.

Station Wagon License 


Fee May Go Up By $1 


SACRAMENTO W— A $1 in­ 
crease in license fees for sta­ 
tion wagons today appeared the 
compromise solution to a vex­ 
ing problem involving 350,000 
wagon owners. 
A group of legislators and 
state officials agreed on amend­ 
ing present legislation to re­ 
move 
requirements for com­ 
mercial plates and up the over­ 
all fee $1. 


The station wagon measure 
was up for a hearing yesterday 
in the 
Assembly 
Transporta­ 
tion and Commerce Committee 
but was postponed for a week. 
Several legislators had com­ 
plained their constituents were 
getting ticket* for merely haul­ 
ing 
rubbish 
and 
furniture. 
Technically, the law require* 
owners 
to 
have commercial 
plates—which cost about $14 
a year more—lf they haul any-1 
thing but passengers and inci­ 
dental goods. 
The 
proposed 
new change 
does not apply to wagons car­ 


rying passengers for hire. 
And the measure defines a 
station wagon as a vehicle hav­ 
ing “a dual 
purpose,” 
trans­ 
porting persons as well as prop­ 
erty. 
It adds the phrase, “includes, 


but is not limited to, station 
wagon, estate wagon, town and 
country wagon and country se­ 
dan ” 
The extra buck will be tack­ 
ed on for the 1958 plates, if 
the Legislature approves the 
change in the law.

A test case is under submis­ 
sion in Marin Municipal Court 
to determine whether a station 
wagon used to carry engineer­ 
ing equipment must have a 
commercial license. 
Visiting Judge Newton Dal 
Poggetto from Sonoma Coun­ 
ty heard arguments this week 
and took under submission the 
case of the People vs. Wilsey 
and Ham, charging violation of 
a vehicle code section that re­ 
quires weight fees on commer­ 
cial vehicfes. 
A suburban type station wag­ 
on owned by Wilsey and Ham 
was stopped by the California 
Highway Patrol on the Miracle 
Mile last month and the com­ 
pany cited for using a regular 
license for business. 
Deputy 
Dist. 
Atty. 
Harry 
Wolters argued the engineer­ 
ing firm should get a commer­ 
cial license because the station 
wagon is used to carry survey­ 
ing and other equipment for 
business. 


Commercial 
p l a t e s 
cost 
about $12 to $14 more for the 
average station wagon. The law 
in question says commercial 
licenses are required where 
the vehicle is used to transport 
persons for hire or used pri­ 
marily f o r transportation of 
property.
